A Bait Boy from the Bowery. 

William L. Croose, who is better know n 
in the classic precincts of the Bowery as 
“Budd,” was arrested by Officer Bayils 
on Sunday night on a charge of breaking 
and entering and burglary, preferred by 
hi9 stepmother, Mrs. Maggie A. Croose. 
who keeps the “Hole In the Wall,” a 
small saloon onjGlenwood Avenue. The 
alleged offence wa| committed on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, but the police were 
unable to locate the festive “Budd”until 
the following evening, when the officer 
spied him quietly talking to a companion 
at the Centre. The officer grasped him 
and found his man very slippery, for he 
wriggled about like an eel. A large 
crowd assembled and gave prisoner and 
officer plenty of advice as to what was 
the best thing to do. Down in the dust 
went both parties, no one offering to in¬ 
terfere. Bayils finally choked Croose 
into submission aud theu marched him 
before Justice Post. 

“Baylis wouldn't have caught me. 
Judge, if it hadn't been for the extra 
weight I was carrying in the shape cf 
Inick beer,’*said “Budd.”^ 

. Mrs. Croose was sent for. and upon her 
arrival she and her stepson indulged lu 
a wordy war, which only ceased upon the 
Justice threatening to commit them both. 
The woman said that "Rudd” had stolen 
about *30 from her, to which the accused 
made a vehement denial and said that 
she never had that much money at one 
time. The Justice committed “Budd” 
to jail to await the action of the Grand 
JUrv>

A Stormy 

Some stormy scenes characterised the 
first meetings of the present Township 
Committee. From talk current on the 
street it appears that the sicret meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday night excelled any 
previous meeting of the committee iu 
exciteraeut and furore. The bill of the 
Township Counsel of *300, for services 
in the Inness tax case, was the bone of 
contention. The bill has been defeated 
twice—once by an adverse vote and a 
second time ou a technical point of or¬ 
der raised by Mr. Rayner and sustained 
by the chairman, Mr. Gilbert. 

Mr. Halfpenny brought the bill up on 
Wednesday night and stated that* the 
ruling of the chairman at a previous 
meeting on the questiou of reconsidera¬ 
tion was wrong. Mr. Rayner objected 
to the introduction of the bill as the 
meeting had been called for another 
specified purpose. 

Mr. Halfpenny contended that there 
was nothing in the notices calling the 
meeting to show that it was called for 
any particular purpose. He moved the 
payment of the bill. Mr. Rayner raised a 
point of order, and was sustained by 
the chairman. Mr. Halfpenny appealed 
from the decision and It was over-ruled. 
A very warm debate ensued between 
Messrs Halfpenny and Rayner, during 
which It is said Mr. Raynsr picked up 
biaj&eat and bat and left the room, de¬ 
claring that he would never again sit in 
Committee meeting with Mr. Halfpenn.y 

The bill was put to vote and ordered 
paid. Messrs Halfpenny, Seibert and 
Hummel voting aye, and Mr. Gilbert vot¬ 
ing no. 

The Committee discussed the tax mat¬ 
ter, but nothing of importance wan ac¬ 
complished. It is understood that the 
committee will request Expert Account¬ 
ant Stevens to corns and sustain his re¬ 
port. If he declines to do so it Is said 
the committee will use the township 
re(»orta ftur several years past in arriv¬ 
ing at a settlement.

The spring election will take place 
next Tuesday. Last y^ar it will be re¬ 
membered the principal contest of 
general Interest was over the election of 
Town Coramltteeman-at-Large. This 
year it appears as if the election of 
Township Clerk will take precedence in 
Importance. 

William L. Johnson is put down as 
sure of the regular Republican nomina¬ 
tion. Mr. Johnson was born and brought 
up in this town. He has been in the 
Collector's office for the past several 
years and is familiar with the duties 
connected with the office of Township 
Clerk. The members of the Town Com¬ 
mittee speak well of him. He is one of 
the active members of Essex Truck 
Company and a member of the Board 
of Trustees. He belongs to that popu¬ 
lar organization, the Royal Arcanum. 
Those who have had occasion to visit 
the tax office on business have always 
found Mr. Johnson very obliging and 
civil. He has a large uumber of friends, 
who will probably stand by him and 
work hard for bis election, if he gets the 
nomination. 

The Democrats will devote their best 
efforts to secure the office of Clerk. 
They are going to nominate that well- 
known and popular young man, Frank 
G, Tower. - Mr. Tower has been a resi¬ 
dent of Bloomfield about ten years, 
during which time he has been closely 
Identified with the public interests of 
the town, not as a politician, but In 
other perhaps more useful ways. Mr. 
Tower was six years foreman of Essex 
Truck Company, during which time he 
did a great deal for the general de¬ 
partment. Like his probable opponent, 
Mf. Johnson, he is also an Arcanumite, 
and has held the position of Regent, the 
highest In the gift of the Council. 

Mr. Tower is active in the church end 
in social work. He was Treasurer of 
the Citizens* Committee appointed to 
entertain the Thirteenth Eegtment on 
th<* occastr ‘ r ^T r I>Uw. . ’Ust* 

summer. Re rendered valuable service 
aod Jiis ability was much appreciated by 
other members of the Committee. Mr. 
Tower has had sixteen years* experience 
as a practical bookkeeper and business 
correspondent, and is fittted by training 
and experience to perform the duties of 
Town Clerk. 

A contest for the nomination for 
Overseer of the Poor Is anticipated. The 
present incumbent, C. L. Voorhees, is 
again a candidate. The Second Ward 
Club Is going to push the nomination of 
Thomas Rawson.

There will be a lively scramble for the 
office of constable.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


Some Feature* that Have Canned Con- 

„ slderable Commeut. 

Page 7 of the annual report shows 
that the Town Treasurer received from 
all sources last year $58,224.77. That 
sum was all expended with the exception 
of $36.17, The total amount of ap¬ 
propriations in 1891, special and regular, 
was $47,800. The expenditures of the 
Committee exceed that sum by $10,388.60 
as It appears on page 7 by “paid town¬ 
ship orders.” A portion of that sum 
was used In paying Gills contracted by 
a previous Committee. The outgoing 
Commutes leaves liabilities to be met 
to the amount of $11,623.86, and the 
supposition is that a large portion of 
that amount is unexpended balances 
frqm various appropriations—tor in¬ 
stance, ths Fire Department account on 
page 20 shows a balance to its credit of 
$385.99, but that sum appears on page 
25 as a liability of the towu. The 
question will naturally be asked, “Is 
such a balance really in existence, or is 
it a mere paper balance?” If the Com¬ 
mittee were called on to produce any of 
ths balanoss that appear to the credit 
of the several departments, could it be 
don* without resorting to back taxes? 
If none of the balances are producible 
and the ineoming Committee has to meet 
the liabilities enumerated, the inference 
Is that the Committee of the past year 
has spent a sum In excess of appropria¬ 
tion much larger than appears in the 
statement on page 7. 

Among the liabilities that appear in 
the report Is an item of $500 for the 
Montgomery Street bridge improvement. 
That sum is an appropriation voted * 
ths annual meeting in 1891. As the 
bridge has not been built, the presump¬ 
tion is that the sum remains intact in 
the township treasury. The report does 
not show that such Is the case. The 
balance lu bank is given as $36.17. If 
ths Corvm’ttee of the past year has 

* a r 

spsbt the appropriation, the ensuing 
Committee will have to raise the money 
for tb* bridge from some source. 

A special appropriation of $3,000 was 
made for grade maps aud surveys in 
1891 The report shows that $1,131.50 
of tb*l .sura has been expended. Page 
23 of ‘ he report says, “Balance $1,868.50.” 
The : opposition is that such an amount 
is •? v v sy Masst*-* Olr Ahud A 

Cady when they complete theii work. 
Page 25 gives that sum as a liability of 
the town, l»ut there Is no indication of a 
balance in the bank to offset it. The 
ensuing Town Committee will have to 
meet the obligations in some way, 
either from back taxes or the contingent 
fund. 

An item in the contingent account of 
$52.80 for posting bills has been com¬ 
mented upon owing to a circumstance 
that occursd during the year. A large 
portion of that sum was for posting 
notices on lamp-posts, offering a reward 
for evldeuo* convicting anyone of break¬ 
ing lamp glasses. One evening a boy ap¬ 
peared before the Committee with the 
evidence aad claimed the reward. It 
was found that notwithstanding the fact 
that the notices were print ed and posted 
this year, tbe resolution offering the re- 
u&rd was one of Ust year, and had not 
been reuewsd.

THE TOWN MEETING. 


THE TAMEST MEETING HELD IN BLOOM- 
FIELD IN . MANY YEARS. 


The Fire Appropriation Evoke* Home 
DUcuAKlon, but the Amount Asked For 
.Oran tea. 


To the newspaper reporters who were 
on hand with an abundance of paper 
and sharpened pencils, the Town Meet¬ 
ing on Monday night was a disappoint¬ 
ment. To many who attended the meet¬ 
ing with the expectation of hearing some 
lively debates, the meeting was also a 
disappointment. 

Reflective citizens who have since 
considered the subject in tbelr own 
minds have reached the conclusion that 
the comparative tameness of the meet¬ 
ing was not a matter of accident, but 
the result of purpose and design. 

Vexatious questions over which the 
citizens have heretofore crossed swords 
m&Dy times were again before tbe public, 
but were simply passed over with a 
smile or a sigh. A mysterious part of 
the whole affair to many was that not¬ 
withstanding the fact that the best 
debaters of the town were present, they 
were conspicuous only by their silence. 

Members of tbe Town Committee 
escaped anticipated criticism even when 
one of the members threw down the 
gauntlet by asking for the adoption of 
a resolution prohibiting expenditures 
in excess of appropriations, which was 
a vulnerable poiot of attack against the 
Committee. 

Citizen Groshong’s demand for material 
wherewith to celebrate national holi¬ 
days, which is understood to mean 
powder and refreshments, was laugh¬ 
ingly granted. 

Glen Ridge was well represented by a 
numerous but silent delegation which 
acted like an army that had been sub¬ 
jected to some degree of discipline be¬ 
fore being paraded out. 

Bloomfield’s own “old guard” was out, 
but seemed to be under an Injunction to 
keep silent. 

The deadness and dulness of tbe 
meeting was slightly broken by a de¬ 
bate over the fire appropriation, but it 
was evident from the spirit of the meet¬ 
ing that it was a useless debate; a 
demand from tbe firemen for 
$3,500 would have been granted without 
a murmur. Nothing less than a resolu¬ 
tion to set apart Glen Ridge as a separate 
township could have disturbed the 
spbinx-fike gravity of the meeting. 

The business was dispatched with 
unprecedented rapidity, and every one 
was ready for adjournment at nine 
o’clock. 

In tbe absence of Township Clerk 
Edward F. Farr&nd, the meeting was 
called to order by tbe chairman of the 
Township Committee, Seymour P. Gil¬ 
bert. J. Banks Reford wa* unanimously 
elected Chairman. After several declin¬ 
ations of the position' of secretary, 
Samuel G. Hnyter accepted it. 

The only appropriation that excited 
any debate was that for fire purposes. 
Committeeman Rayner was depended on 
by the firemen to advocate an appropria¬ 
tion of $3,500. Mr. Rayner was not at 
the meeting, and Chief Engineer Johnson, 
ably assisted by Frank G. Tower and J. 
Howard Hardcastle, led the fight on one 
side aud were opposed by Coramlttemen 
Halfpenny and Gilbert. 

Chief Engineer Johnson, in moving 
for an appropriatl jn of $3,500, said he 
was prompted to do so on account of the 
pressing need for new hose. The de¬ 
partment only had 2,250 feet of good 
hose at the present time. 

George W. Cook advocated the erec¬ 
tion of a tower for drying hose. He 
said that two years ago the Committee 
appropriated $500 for that purpose and 
turned It over to the succeeding Com¬ 
mittee. He wanted to know why the 
tower had not been built. v 

Mr. Halfpenny replied to Mr. Cook. 
He gave an account of the Committee's 
disastrous experience in attempting to 
build a tower, and said that the Com¬ 
mittee of 1890, in which he was Chair¬ 
man of the Fire Committee, had turned 
over the $500 they received from Mr. 
Cook's Committee to the Committee of 
1891, with $100 added. 

Mr. Halfpenny said It was proposed to 
purchase the Indicators put In by the 
Gamewell Company over a year ago, 
and which he Considered were not 
not necessary. Among things which 
he thought (he Fire Department Should 
get along withoutjyas horse hire. 

E. A. Smith inferrod from whst was 
said about tbe terrible jeondition of the 
hose evidenced carelessness In taking 
care of it. j '/ 

Chief Johnson said the bad condition 
of the hose .was due to tbe fact that 
there was not enough of It to put a new 
supply on the carriages after returning 
from a fire. 

Frank G. Tower spoke In favor of. re¬ 
taining the indicators, sod said they 
were very useful. 

William Krenrich asked why the 
people voted the money for the Indi¬ 
cators If It was not intended to keep 


them. Mr. Krenrich was evidently 
laboring under a misapprehension of the 
facts In the case. The people never 
voted one cent for indicators. A certain 
sum was voted for a fire-alarm system, 
but it did not include Indicators. Tbe 
Indicators were put In on trial by tbe 
Gamewell Company with the understand¬ 
ing that If the town wanted them at the 
end of the year it could pay for them. 
If It did not want them the company 
would take them out, free of all expense 
to the town. 

Mr. Hardcastle spoke of the advan¬ 
tages of the indicators. He said it was 
unfair to compel volunteer firemen to 
come to town meetings and fight for 
their appropriations. Mr. Hardcastle 
said the Individual members of the 
Bloomfield Department put their hands 
In their own pockets and paid for their 
fire hats, a thing that firemen were not 
asked to do in any other town. 

Mr. Halfpenny, in reply to Mr. Hard¬ 
castle, cited the case of an East Orange 
company, where - the men bought not 
only hats but full uniforms. 

'frank S. Benson seconded Mr. Half¬ 
penny’s motion for an appropriation of 
$2,500. Mr. Benson said the Committee 
had a balance on hand of $385, which 
would make a total of over $2,800. 

Mr. Gilbert said there was a need of 
greater economy in the management of 
the Fire Department. 

Mr. Hardcastle asked If Mr. Gilbert 
could point to any^ other department 
managed more economically than Bloom¬ 
field’s. 

Mr. Gilbert said Montclair's depart¬ 
ment was. 

Chief Johnson said that the Item of 
rent did not figure in Montclair’s ex¬ 
penses. 

Mr. Cook took exeeptlons to Mr. 
Gilbert's remarks about economy, and 
said the present Committee need not 
reflect on any past Committee as regards 
economy. 

Mr. Gilbert got up to reply to Mr. 
Cook when some one cried “Sit down.” 
Mr. Gilbert retorted with some warmth 
that he had a right to speak as a tax¬ 
payer and that some of those who were ad¬ 
vocating a large appropriation were not 
taxpayers. Mr. Gilbert said be bad no 
Intention of reflecting on the Committee 
of 1889-’90, although its successors had 
to pay over $6,000 of Its unpaid bills. 

Mr. Halfpenny said that ths Chief 
Engineer erred in judgment in some of 
the purchases that he had induced the 
Fire Committee to make. Among them 
was the hose wagon for Pbopnix Hose 
Company, and also the two spider 
carriages for hose companies No. 2 and 
3, which were too heavy to be drawn 
by hand. 

After Mr. Halfpenny had stated that 
the purchase of Phoenix hose wagon was 
an error In judgment on the part of the 
Chief, Mr. Krenrich created much amuse¬ 
ment by asserting that the Fire Com¬ 
mittee showed poor judgment In 
purchasing a wagon for Phoenix Com¬ 
pany No. 1, “just because it was No. 1." 

A vote was taken on tbe amounts 
nominated, and the $3,500 appropriation 
was voted. 

All the other appropriations recom¬ 
mended by the Town Committee were 
adopted. They were published in last 
week’s issue. 


Death of Mr*. Jantea Moore. 

Mrs. James Moore, a sister of Mrs. J. 
B. Haney, and formerly a resident of 
this town, died in Philadelphia on Wed¬ 
nesday morning last. The immediate 
cause of her death was heart failure, 
but was probably hastened by an ac¬ 
cident which happened about two 
weeks ago, when she fell dislocating her 
hip. Mrs. Moore was well known to the 
older residents of Bloomfield. She 
leaves four children, one of whom, 
James H. Moore, resides in this town. 
Interment will be made in Bloomfield 
Cemetery this afternoon at two o'clock.
